Mother Nature usually provides. 
Well Mother Nature certainly de- 
livered, or should I say ts deliver- 
ing, because it’s still rainy and the 
barometer is falling. 


However, you know things 
aren't always what they seem. I 
mean sometimes we think we're 
better or worse than we actually 
are. So just to be sure what’s what 
I got in touch with the weather 
station up at the Mass. State col- 
lege, and they gave me sume rath- 
er interesting facts and figures on 
rainfall. 


October at that station has a 
mormal! rainfall of 3.29 inches and 
this year had only 2.13 inches. So 
you see it was a bit on the dry 
aide. Even so we had less hours 
of bright sunshine than ncrmal, 
but the heating load was some- 
what lighter, so I guess we can’t 


kick. 


However, the big drouth really 
occurred in August and Septem- 
ber. During August they had 1.70 
inches as compared with a normal 
of 4.08, and in September they 
had: 2.88 as compared with 4.26. 
Back in July things were about 
normal. They had 4.04 as com- 
pared with a normal of 4.10. But 
in November Old Mother Nature 
started to make up to Massachu- 
setts farmers. I suppose during 
August, September and October, 
she was busy somewhere else. 


The first two days in November 
she produced 2.09 inches and as 
I say in this present effort has 
produced 1.53 inches of rainfall, 
and the normal for the month of 
November at the Amher:t station 
is 3.41. So the Lady apparently 
hasn’t forgotten us, and let’s hcpe 
she makes up the deficits which oc- 
curred in August, September and 
October. As a matter of fact, fig- 
uring from Jan. 1 to Nov. 1 they 
have had 25,82 inches as com-
